FINDINGS: The ventricular system remains small which may be seen
normally in this age patient. At the supraventricular level, there
remains good differentiation within the gray-white junction without
definite evidence for cerebral edema. However at the
infraventricular level, again note is made of poor visualization of
the brain parenchyma as well as mild effacement of the cistermns. It
is not clear if this is due to motion artifact or does represent
cerebral edema. No grossly intracranial hemorrhage is identified.
No midline shift is present. Clinical correlation with follow up
CT/MRI would be very helpful for further defining the brain parenchyma
and to evaluate for cerebral edema in this patient who has had
hypoxia.

Bronchoscopy with bronchial washings of right upper and lower lobes.

The patient had
desaturations up to 8% and then had to pull back the bronchoscope and then bag
him and this had to be done two or three times and the saturations were
dropping to 88% at times. But, the patient had no problems with blood pressure
and actually it was high. So, we had to give him sedation and the washing was
done from the right lower lobe and then specimen was sent off from gram stain,
culture and AFB stain culture.

PROCEDURE PERFORMED: Esophagogastrojejunoscopy with percutaneous endoscopic
gastrostomy placement.

DESCRIPTION OF THE PROCEDURE: The patient was taken to the operating room and
placed on the operating table in supine position and satisfactory anesthesia
was obtained. A shoulder roll was placed for gentle extension of the neck and
the patient was then placed in about 20 degrees of reverse Trendelenburg
position. Betadine prep of the neck then ensued followed by appropriate
draping. Examination of the anterior neck revealed the location of the
cricoid, thyroid and trachea. Three to 5 cc of 1% lidocaine with epinephrine
was then injected along the line of the incision and then a transverse incision
was made with a knife, approximately overlying the junction of the first and
second tracheal rings. A 5-cc syringe attached to a 22-gauge needle was then
inserted in the midline into the trachea with aspiration of air. This was
followed by placement of the 17-gauge catheter over needle without difficulty.
It should be noted that prior to placement the anesthetist had pulled the
endotracheal tube back an appropriate distance. Nonetheless, with
bronchoscopic examination, it was found that the needle had actually pierced
the endotracheal tube, necessitating pulling out the tube further and passing
the needle and catheter again without difficulty. Guidewire was inserted

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without difficulty and then the catheter was removed. The catheter guide was
then inserted over the wire without difficulty and thereafter serial dilators
were passed, increasing gradually in size to a maximum of 36-French. A #8
Shiley endotracheal tube was then placed over one of the dilators and the
tracheostomy tube was inserted without difficulty. The cuff was inflated and
the patient was ventilated through the tracheostomy with excellent ventilatory
rate and good tidal carbon dioxide noted. Four-point fixation was then
obtained between the tracheal collar and the skin. A gauze dressing was
applied and the patient was taken to back to the intensive care unit having
tolerated this procedure well without complications.
